KINGSTON, Jamaica, Feb. 28.—This 


foitmy Is on the verges of. a poltUcal 
crisis which may 
involve bloodshed. 


Owing to the treatment of the colony 
by the imperial government recently, 
particularly the manner of marketing 
Us products.'Jamaica, in common with 
the other -British possessions in the 
•West Indies, is virtually bankrupt. Un- 
able to meet Its growing lesal liabili- 
ties, the colony necessarily looks to 
Great Britain Cor financial aid and the 
colonial office, through Mr. Chamber- 
lain, has answered, as it has to Bar- 
bados and the smaller islands, that aid 
-can be extended solely on condition that 
the imperial government shall control 
thp Jamaican finances hereafter. 


This would involve a change of the 


constitution—the resignation of repre- 
sentative institutions and the accept- 
-ance of crown-colony government. Ja- 
maica is hot prepared to concede this, 
preferring to meet 1L<I financial criaW 
in some other way. 
That other way .is 


by a drastic scheme ot retrenchment 
In the too-expensive administrative 
establishments. 
The revenue is not 


-so much depleted that the 
country 


would not hold ite own through the 
•crisis, if the" Intolerable burden of over- 
.administratlon were modified. 


As under the present constitution, the 


elective aids of the legislature controls 
•the finances—provided a majority at 
nine of the' fourteen representatives 
vote is solidly for or against any finan- 
cial measure, the government has never 
realized that at the coming session this 
polity of retrenchment would be forced 
upon it.

It is asserted that the 
profits of the new company will enab'te 
it to declare dividends of 6 per cent 
on preferred stock and one per cent 
on common stock.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 28.—The second 


Republican senatorial conference held 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon promised 
several times to end In a row. but 
calmer counsel prevailed, and a mo- 
tion to hold a third meeting tomorrow 
afternoon was carried by a small ma- 
jority.

Who shall say that the 


truth shall not be published? Even' re- 
spectable newspaper managerdoes sup- 
press a great deal of truth, in the inter- 
e-t of decency and ffood morals and 
to avoid needless injury to individuals, 
but this is a matter for arbitrary Judg- 
ment which it is not safe to entrust 
to a court.

SACRAMENTO. Feb. 25.—The sixty- 


third ballot for United States senator 
was taken today at noon and resulted

The senate was called to order this 


morning by Lieutenant Governor N'eff. 
Stratton took the floor and made a re- 
quest that he be permitted to introduce 
& bill which would necessitate the sus- 
pension of the constitution. 
He said 
that he had a talk last evening with 
Governor Gage In regard to the primary 
election law, which had passed the two 
houses. 
The governor had objected 
to those provisions of the bill imposing 
penalties of fine or imprisonment on 
citizens refusing to act as election offi- 
cers when so appointed. 
The sentence 
was too severe and he had suggested 
that a new bill be introduced, embody- 
ing a change in these respects. The 
governor had expressed 
the opinion 
that a liability for damages to lie re- 
covered In a civil suit would afford an 
adequate punishment. In accordance 
with this suggestion, Stratton said he 
had prepared a new bill to meei the 
governor's views and this he intro- 
duced the requisite consent being first- 
obtained by a roll call of the senate. 
It ia understood that the new pri- 
mary bill be rushed through before 
the close of the seslon. 
A petition was received from the 


acknowledgment of his leadership wa» 
universal.
